VVe have no lecord of receiving a Fee Assurance Letter. The last communication we 
received from the GSA was your December 31*' email. Before that, we received an 
email from Mr. Brewer on November 28, 2018, which indicated that the OClG's office 
had provided the requested communications to the GSA. Mr. Brewer stated that he 
would be in touch by the end of the w'eek to discuss if the documents could be "broken 
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out into segregable portions/' yet we also did not receive a follow-up communication 
on that issue. 

SoCal Penske has been patiently waiting for over a year to receive these documents, 
which are critical evidence in pending in litigation. Accordingly, SoCal Penske 
demands that the GSA provide a copy of the Fee Assurance Letter now and extends 
the deadline to respond.
